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World Cup: easy for England, no niche for Israel 


FIFA is trying to have Israel added 
to the World Cup qualifying group at 
present comprising Canada, Mexico 
and the United States. 


This follows Israel’s removal from the Asian 
zone for political reasons. 

The American nations are expected to resist 
having the powerful Israeli team foisted onto 
Sheth, and so FIFA sources expect Israel to be 
atided to the European group that comprises 
Scotland, Sweden, Portugal and Northern Ire- 
land. 

The European qualifying draw gives England 
an easy road into the finals. England last quali- 
fied in 1969 and reached the quarter-finals of the 
1970 tournament in Mexico. 

It was knocked out in the qualifying series by 
Poland in 1973 and by Italy in 1977. 

The first two teams from each European 
group, except group Seven, will advance to the 
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24-team finals in Spain in 1982. Only one team 


will advance from group seven.

Poland drops out 


West Germany and England, both past 
winners of the World Cup, made almost ce- 
rtain of a place in the European championship 
finals in Rome next year with big wins in 
group qualifying matches last week. 


England, with two goals 
€ach from Nottingham Forest 
strikers Trevor Francis and 
Tony Woodcock, thrashed 
Northern Ireland 5-1 in a 
Group One tie in Belfast and 
the West Germans beat Wales 
by a similar margin in a Group 
Seven match in Cologne. 

The Republic of Ireland kept 
alive faint hopes of winning 
Group One with a comfortable 
3-0 win over Bulgaria in Dub- 
lin, but England would have to 
lose its last two matches, both 
al home, and the Republic of 
Ireland take maximum points 
from its last two games for 
England to fail. 

West Germany, which had 
managed only two goals in its 
three previous European 
championship matches, scored 
four in a 20-minute first half 
burst to floor Wales, which had 
topped Group Seven before the 
game. _ 

Poland achieved one of the 
best results of the day when it 
held the Netherlands, World 
cup runners-up in 1974 and 
1978, to a 1-1 draw in Amster- 
dam, but Poland stil] lost its 
chance of a trip to Rome next 
June. 


Veteran Wilfried van Moer 
celebrated his comeback to 
international football after a 
four-year absence by scoring 
the Belgians’ first goal in their 
2-0 win over Portugal in a 
Group Two tie in Brussels. 


The victory preserved the 
Belgians’ unbeaten record and 
moved them into second place 
on the table behind Austria, 
which virtually killed off Scot- 
land’s chances of going to 
Rome by holding the Scots to a 
I-] draw in Glasgow.

It was he who scored the 
fourth goal with a first- 
time volley — one of the 
most brilliant goals seen in 
a Cup final.

No. 10 shirt worn by Pele. I 
acquired it through con- 
tacts in Brazil and there is 
mo way it will ever leave 
my hands. 


Johan Neeskens, mid- 
field partner of Johan 
Cruyff in Holland’s 1974 
World Cup team and again 
a Star in the 1978 finals, is 
the only Cosmos man who 
still rates among the 
players of true world 
class. 


He is still young enough 


to play for any team, in 


any league in the world. In- 
deed, he has only just 
ended a contract with Bar- 
celona of Spain. It is 
Neeskens who is the true 
super-star of the Cosmos 
on current ability as op- 
posed to past reputation. 


But Franz Bechenabuer 
is the legendary figue of 
the American team. He 
has done it all — captained 
West Germany to World 
Cup and European 
championship triumphs, 
won European Cups with 
Bayern Munich and been 
voted European football of 
the year. 


During Australia’s game 
against West Germany 
(0-3) in the 1974 World Cup 
finals, Beckenabuer dis- 
played his super sports- 
manship.

Becken- 
bauer agreed with Curran 
and told the referee so.

Franz Beckenbauer relgned supreme 
against Victoria because he was given room 
‘in which to play, but the surprises of the 
Cosmos team were left winger Seninho and 
centre back Nelsi Morais, both relatively un- 


known in Australia. 


Seninho was like a scalpel slicing up the Victor- 
ian defence and Morais, a Brazilian, was tough in 
the tackle and devastating when going forward. 

In my opinion, Morais was the best player 


of the match.

But it was Beckenbauer who 
captured the imagination of 
the public and who caught the 
eye of the many players in the 
crowd, 

The players marvelled at 
Beckenbauer'’s icy composure, 
his miserly economy of move- 
ment, his uncanny ability to hit 
passes with any part of either 
foot over any distance.

“If he goes towards the ball 
nd touches it just once towards 
‘team mate, the opponent at his 
ack suffers one of the greatest 
hysiological problems to befall 
. player — he gets to the table to 
ind the food has already been 
ten. At the same time, the 
eam mate to whom the ball is 
assed should invariably be one 
vho is looking and advancing 
owards the opposing goal. 

“I am not one to use personal 
xperiences as an example just 
o show how well one did it, but 
his one relates to the point. 
When I played with Juarez (now 
iso a coach) for Rosario Cen- 
ral (my first professional club), 
ve got tired of scoring goals 
vith a simple and direct move. I 
ent the ball to Juarez who re- 
‘eived it with his back to the op- 
osing goal while I continued to 
rush forward. He’ gave me a 
little time to get almost level 
with him, then lightly touched it 
sideways into my path and I shot 
jn the run in front of goal. It 
repeatedly fooled defences. . . 
and with a similar move Italy 
scored the winner against us in 
dur only defeat during last 
year’s World Cup finals. On that 
occasion two Italians, Bettega 
and Rossi, touching the ball 
twice, bet three Argentine de 
‘enders (not counting the 
goalkeeper). 

“This brings me to- square 
yassing, perfected so well by 
Pele and Coutinho (no relation to 
‘he present Brazilian national 
coach) during Santos’ hey-day. 
Sut their square passing always 
2nded with one of the two shoot- 
ng at goal or passing to someone 
2lse after the second pass . . 
which is as it should be! 

“I am talking about square 
yassing in the attacking zone — 
within 30 metres of goal. In the 
rest of the field we can do as 
many square passes as we like 
as long as it is to retain posses- 
3ion of the ball. But when we are 
within striking distance, square 
passing should be strictly limit- 
2d... and that is where many 
Argentine teams overdo it. 

“Square passing should nat 
exceed two taps each between 
two players. Why? Because the 
‘irst Square pass may surprise 
or unbalance the opposition (as 
it must switch its line of 
defence), but as we advance, 
and square pass follows square 
pass, the open spaces become 
smaller as the obstacles (oppo- 
nents} also multiply. If, after 
two square passes, there is no 
opening to shoot at goal, it is 
preferable to look for some other 


solution — dribbling or passing 





, 


to a third man who should 
“‘surprisingly’’ run into another 
open space — these used to be 
the habitual solutions of the 
Santos team — or a pass back to 
reorganise the attack while pos- 
session of the ball is maintained. 


“This brings me to the differ- 
ence between ‘published 
moves” and ‘‘surprise moves.” 


“The man who carries the ball 
in attack has three options: 1) 
Not to show what he intends 
doing — in which case the oppo- 
sing defender simply waits with- 
out moving, 2) Show by his 
movements which way he is 
going to pass the ball and pass it 
that way — in which case the 
defence moves in that direction; 
3) Show that he is going to pass 
one way and pass it another — 
which is the right way, because 
it will get the defence moving 
the wrong way. 


“In the same way, when we 
defend with the help of the off- 
side rule — which is a way of 
playing, instead of fighting to re- 
cuperte the ball (thus saving 
energy and avoiding personal 
frction) — we are trying to make 
the rival fall into a trap. But it 
has to be done in a way not to put 
up a Sign saying: “‘We are going 
forward to put you off-side”’. Eu- 
ropean teams are good at this, 
but Argentines still find it hard 
to apply because they do not do it 
as a studied team move. 


‘For example, the Dutch 
team which caused such an im- 
pression in the last two world 
championships — when they 
were finalists — rarely played 
the off-side trap deliberately. 
The off-sides came as a con- 
sequence of the ‘‘pressing’’ they 
applied on their rivals in the last 
30 or 35 metres of their side of 
the field when all their defenders 
came out to press the player 
with the ball and his nearest 
team mates and possible receiv- 
ers. In this way, if any rival 
came too far forward, he was 
automatically left off-side — not 
as a deliberate move, but as a 
by-product of the Dutch method 
of marking the ball more than 
the opponent. 


“Another fundamental prino- 
ciple of attack is that if the 
player passing the ball follows 
its path to run in front of the 
play, he produces two negative 
factors for his team — a) He 
becomes useless for a second 
pass to continue in the attack, 
because he is with his back to the 
ball and the player in possession 
and b) he hinders his team 
mate’s advance by placing an- 
other obstacle in his way apart 
from those naturally made by 
opponents. 

“On the other hand, if the 
player passes behind the ball, he 
is doing two positive things for 
his team; a) He generally takes 
his marker with him and is not in 
the way of the advancing team 
mate, and b) he produces an 
open space which enables him to 
take partin the attack again. 

**Those who have had the pa- 
tience to observe midfielder Os- 
valdo Ardiles in the national 
team, both when he has the ball 
and when he does not have it, 
will understand the above bet- 
ter, Ardiles is not an athlete, but 
in every one of his moves he 
shows three factors which are 
vital in football — talent, con 
ception and hard work. To watch 
him play is a lesson of how to 
make the best use of open spaces 
and to anderstand the import- 
ance of passing and then running 
behind the play. 

“Those who have not noticed 
this and are now not in England 
where they can see him play for 
Tottenham Hotspur, can notice 
in other matches how many 
attacks go to waste and how 
many balis are lost merely be- 
cause the player passing for- 
ward then runs in front of play 
instead of passing behind it."’

“The league clubs agreed to 
cover the cost of adding 
Sydney Olympic, and I pre- 
sume they will stick to that 
agreement. However, sponsor- 
ship would have to be found to 
pay for the remaining in- 
crease 


“Perhaps Philips Industries 
would chip in a little more.” 


The proposal for an enlarged 
league will be discussed by the 
Australian Soccer Federation 
executive within the next few 
years. 

Mr. Papasavas will relin- 
quish the league chairmanship 
this year and will not stand for 
a position on the league com- 
mittee. 

“The way the league is set 
up, it doesn’t matter whether 
we have a committee or not,” 
he said. 

‘“‘Unless the league gets con- 
stitutional status, the ASF 
may just as well run the 
league itself. We have no 
power anyway under the 
present arrangements.” 

Sydney Olympic has sent a 
30-page submission to the Aus- 
tralian Soccer Federation 
seeking re-admission to the 
Philips League. 

Olympic, rocked by their re- 
legation two weeks ago to the 
NSW State League, engaged 
management consultants W.D.

The Australian 
Soccer Federation's 
decision to promote 
little-known Black- 
town City to the 
Philips Soccer 
League has left the 
Australian Capital 
Territory's PSL fans 
completely stunned. 


In truth, the decision has 
done nothing to improve the 
credibility of either the PSL or 
ASF committees in the eyes of 
some of the PSL’s most ardent 
supporters and could have a 
detrimental effect on next 
year’s following in the ACT. 

It goes without saying that 
the newly-formed Canberra 
Diplomats are extremely dis- 
appointed at their exclusion 
from the league. Their dis- 
appointment, however, does 
not compare with the ire of the 
Territory's PSL fans who, 
until recently, never failed to 
support the league — no 

atter how Canberra City or 
the weather fared. 

Prior to confirmation of this 
momentous decision, the 
national soccer grapevine was 
working overtime and it was 
taken as read that the Diplo- 
mats were to be left out. Al- 
ready it was known that a tre- 
mendous effort was being 
made ‘behind.the scenes’ to ef- 
fectively prevent the Diplo- 
mats gaining a ‘fair go.’ 


However, in the face of this 
opposition the Diplomats per- 
servered knowing also that 
Wollongong’s chances of ad- 
mission were rated much high- 
er. This knowledge was ac- 
cepted but, when Wollongong 
also failed and, to make 
matters worse, South Mel- 
bourne remained while Sydney 
Olympic didn’t -— the ASF’s al- 
ready low credibility took a 
dive, as Canberra City’s gate- 
takings did in recent weeks. 


To the ACT’s growing 
soccer population it would 
seem that every effort is being 
made to block any and every 
attempt to develop its soccer 
and its competitiveness. 


The statement credited to 
the ASF that ‘‘.. the inclusion 
of the Canberra Diplomats 
club would unncessarily drain 
the resources of the existing 
Canberra City’’ is seen as an 
excuse only. 


Canberra City is already 
well-endowed with potential 
talent but recently sought to 
view New Zealand players to 
Strengthen its scoring 
capability. Such a move has 
further disenchanted ACT fans 
who cannot forget Canberra 
City was originally promoted 
as the club through which the 
ACT could promote its soccer- 
playing talent. It hasn’t turned 
out that way — which was one 
reason why the Canberra Dip- 
lomats was born. 


West Woden Juventus and 
Monaro are both well-en- 
dowed with money and player 
potential. There would be no 
draining of Canberra City re- 
sources, neither in terms of fi- 
nance, players or supporters. 


Whilst the decision has now 
been made, and Blacktown 
City is to be congratulated on 
making the grade, it will be 
some years before the faith of 
the ACT’s soccer fans in the 
ASF will be restored.

Hardaker

The name Alan Hardaker has been synonomous with 
English football for the last 28 years, with 20 of them 
spent as the Football League’s secretary and the past two 


as its director-general. 


Mr Hardaker was in Brisbane last week near the end of an Australian tour 
sponsored by Soccerpools, and he had been in the country long enough to 
make a few observations about the game here. 


Without wishing to seem pre- 
sumptuous after so short a stay, 
Mr Hardaker could see two 
major problems associated with 
Soccer in Australia. 


The first was the enormous 
size of the country, but that in 
itself made it even more ama- 
zing that a competition like the 
Philips League had been in- 
troduced. 


He cited the second as what he termed 
the ‘“‘ethnic problem’’, in that some 
matches in the south did not seem to at- 
tract many people outside the nation- 
alities the particular clubs represented. 


‘‘| watched the Marconi-Heidelberg 
match in Sydney at the weekend, and I 
could have been somewhere in Italy. 
Football must appeal to a much broader 
base. 

“But after criticising, I must also 
praise, and can see fabulous potential 
for the game here.”’ 


He said the organisation of the game 
generally could be seen as difficult to co- 
ordinate because of the State Feder- 
ations system, but again this was con- 
nected to the wide-spread area under the 
control of the ASF. 


“But if all bodies work together, 
there’s no reason why the game won't 
continue to flourish. It seems the Philips 
League at the moment is experiencing 
the same growing pains the English 
League underwent 60 years ago.”’ 


Mr Hardaker played for a Royal Navy 
team in Sydney during the war years and 
said judging standards always was a 
risky business. ‘Certainly the standard 
had not declined since then.”’ 


The Marconi-Heidelberg match and 
the State League game in Melbourne be- 
tween Essendon Croatia and Preston 
Makedonia he likened to the bottom half 
of the English Second Division. 


He applauded the ASF's stated policy 
of restricting overseas imports. 


‘ 


**You have a tremendous base for pro- 
gress here, through what I’m told are 
thousands of youngsters playing the ga- 
me,”’ 

He said Soccer in the United States 
was built almost entirely on Overseas 
players, and the picture was not as rosy 
as painted, with only about four of the 
well known clubs regarded as really suc- 
cessful. 


Mr Hardaker did not want to com- 
ment on the importation of overseas 
coaches in recent years, two of them 
from England, to lead the World Cup 
campaigns. 

His only comments were that a coach 
is only as good as the players he has 
under him and that he felt footballers 
everywhere in the world were now over- 
coached. 


Asked about the recent decision to 
relegate Sydney Olympic from the 
‘Philips League, Mr Hardaker said he 
“raised his eyebrows'’ when he heard 
the club had been demoted by the Aus- 
tralian Soccer Federation executive 
committee. 


“li the same thing happened in Eng- 
land, the clubs would revolt. Surelv the

clubs themselves should decide who 
plays in their own competition. The Eng- 
lish clubs make that decision when 
teams apply or re-apply to join the 
Fourth Dvision.” 


Concerning English football, Mr 
Hardaker said the much-reported crowd 
violence angle was not, contrary to 
public belief, the FA’s biggest problem. 


‘The hooligans who cause trouble in 
the streets are not club supporters and 
TV stations are obsessed with focussing 
on a fight on the terraces when a game is 
in progress. That happens anywhere and 
is now even becoming commonplace at 
some of the big cricket matches.”’ 


He agreed the spiralling transfer fees 
were a matter of concern, but would be 
involved in steps upon his return to pre- 
vent the situation getting completely out 
of hand. 


Steps have already been taken to halt 
the flood of British players going to the 
United States on loan arrangements 
during the off-season. 

Regarding the proposed international 
in Sydney next year in June to mark the 
centenary of Australian Soccer, Mr 
Hardaker said he could neither confirm 
nor deny that it would be a full in- 
ternational. 


‘But if England qualifies, we will be 
involved in the European Nat‘ons Tour- 
nament in Rome in June and I . wid not 
see a full England team coming to Aust- 
ralia first. But again I stress that I am 
not certain what will happen. 

Mr Hardaker was to spend a few days 
on Queensland’s Lindeman Island on the 
barrier reef before returning home. His 
tip for the English championship: ‘‘Bet- 
ween three clubs, Notts Forest, Man- 
chester United and Liverpool.” 

When asked if he had a favourite team 
in the League he renilied: 09 nf rham.”

TRAINING—THE COSMOS WAY 


New York Cosmos 
midfielder Johan 
Neeskens made an 
amazing recovery 
from an ankle injury 
to play in last Sun- 
day’s game against 
Victoria.

After about 35 minutes, 
coach Mezzei called his squad 
into a group in the centre of 
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the field. The players then ran 
a few laps, increasing the pace 
at times and then slowing to a 


jog. 

Wim Rijsbergen, who had 
been involved in the circle 
work, ran slow laps on his own 
while the other players worked 
up a sweat. Rijsenbergen is re- 
covering from an achilles 
tendon injury. 

The goalkeepers were 
rested during this running, as 
they were working hard on 
their own early in the session. 

Giorgio Chinaglia took the 
group for some stretching ex- 
ercises aimed to warm up the 
players’ leg muscles before 
shooting practice started. 

Shooting practice saw the 
goalkeepers back in action. 
The exercise devised by 
Mezzei went like this: a group 
of players was stationed near 
the half-line. One player at a 
time would chip the ball to 
Beckenbauer or Alberto, who 
were standing on the edge of 
the penalty area. 

Beckenbauer and Alberto 
were knocking the ball back 
into the path of the oncoming 
player, who shot at goal from 
about 20-25 metres. 

Later, the exercise was 
changed slightly so that the 
players shooting had to hit the 
ball on the volley- 

Neeskens injured his ankle 
during shooting practice. 

Mezzei then instructed his 


players to get into groups of 


two. These groups would move 
one at a time down the wing, 
with the players inter-chang- 
ing passes. 

The session finished with the 
Cosmos players having a six- 
a-side game using the full 
length of the pitch. — KYLE 
PATTERSON.

“Don't get me wrong,”’ he 
emphsised, ‘‘because English 
soccer has a lot going for it. I 
left mainly because I'd 
achieved a lot of things and 
wanted a new challenge. 


‘In England, I won the FA 
Cup, the League Cup, repre- 
sented my country and almost 
won the league championship. 
I'm satisfied with whbat lL 
achieved, 


‘I had a dispute with Man- 
chester City and it was de 
cided that I should leave the 
club. I had offers from Ander- 
lecht and Bayern Munich but 
I'd already played in in Eu- 
ropean competitions and so I 
looked to America. There we- 
ren't any top English players 
in the States so I made the 
move." 


Now, after witnessing the 
great soccer -revolution in 
America, Tueart has a dim 
view of English soccer. 


“There’s a lot of dead wood 
in English soccer, people who 
are in the game for a hobby,” 
said Tueart. ‘‘Most of the ad- 
ministrators are stuck in their 
ways. They will not try any- 
thing to change the game in 
England. 


‘The problem is marketing. 
The men at the top don’t want 
to sell the game, and they are 
paying the penalty. In the past, 

ple went to soccer in Eng- 
land out of habit. Now, soccer 
followers have other interests, 
but nothing is being done to en- 
courage them to stay with soc- 
cer. 


Lack of crowds and the gen- 
eral economic climate means 
many English clubs struggle to 
make ends meet. 


“‘The crowd problem could 
be solved by making Third and 
Fourth Division clubs part- 
time,"’ said Tueart. “That 
way, the best soccer would be 
in the Second and First Divi- 
sion and the crowds would 
flock to these games. Instead 
of 92 professional clubs fight- 
ing for fans, you’d have only 
about 40. 


“English professionals aren't 
looked after, either. Unless a 
player is with one of the big 
First Division clubs, he 
struggles to make a living. The 
game must look after the 
players if it’s to become an en- 
tertainment, which is the only 
way it can survive in the long 
run.” 


Tueart said England could 
benefit from Astroturf, the 
synthetic playing surface 
widely used in America. 


“English weather often 
means games are played in 
mud and slush,” said Tueart. 
“Once again, it’s a case of the 
administrators not wanting to 
change. If they had Astroturf, 
games wouldn't be postponed 
and the soccer would be more 
attractive, 
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“Astroturf also allows clubs 
to put on a show before the 
game without damaging the 
playing surface, and even play 
a curtain-raiser. 


Tueart was quick to add that 
artificial surfaces have draw- 
backs. 


“The ball bounces much 
higher on Astroturf than on 
grass,” said Tueart, ‘‘and 
players can’t do slide tackles 
for fear of burning their legs.” 


The conversation was inter- 
rupted as a motel walter ar- 
rived with refreshments. The 
tray was placed on the table 
and Dave Garthwaite, the Pre- 
ston Makedonia defender who 
was sitting in on the conversa- 
tion, began to pour the tea. 


Tueart watched in disbelief 
as Garthwaite poured the tea 
into an empty cup. 


‘‘Are you English?’’ snap- 
ped Tueart. 


‘'Yes,’’ answered Gar- 
thwaite in a curious tone. 


‘Well, if you are English 
you put the milk in first and 
then pour the tea,” explained 
Tueart. 


‘I'm English, but I put the 
milk in last,” said Garthwaite 
defiantly. The discussion 
faded, but clearly Tueart is 
adamant that tea should be 
poured the “‘right"’ way. 


The topic switched again as 
Andranik Eskandarian walked 
into the room. The Lranian star 
gestured to Tueart in broken 
English, Tueart signed an 
autograph for a friend of Es- 
kandarian, and then returned 
to his seat. 


“Eski’ is a great player,” 
said Tueart. ‘‘He’s incredibly 
quick to close down people and 
win the ball. He cost the 
Cosmos only $20,000 which is 
really cheap for a World Cup 
player. 


“That’s why very few top 
English players will be bought 
by American clubs. For a 
player of Eski’s ability in Eng- 
land you may have to pay 
$300,000. The transfer fees are 
ridiculous, and that’s why I'll 
probably be one of the only 
English players te come to 
America while still at the 
top.” 


Tueart then talked to the 
NASL, and the fantastic pro- 
gress it has made. 


“The NASL has been suc- 
cessful becuase of one thing,” 
said Tueart. ‘Simply, the 
league has tried different 
ideas, and if they failed, they 
were discarded and new ones 
introduced. 


‘'The Americans have been 
willing to watch the rest of the 
world and learn from the mis- 
takes they see. The league's 
planning always has been flex- 
ible to accommodate change. 
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“Of course, marketing has 
been vital. The game had to be 
sold to the American people to 
get it off the ground and to win 
supporters from other sports. 

‘Marketing has established 
support for the game and now 
the stage is set for new devel- 
opments in the area of youth 
soccer, and the U.S, national 
team.”” 

“Tf the U.S. is to make an 
impact in Olympic Games and 
World Cup competitions, the 
coaching in high schools must 
improve. This will come in 
time as soccer cotninues to 
grow, but it’s an aea that 
needs improvement,’ he said. 

“It will be 10 to 12 years 
before the U.S. has a good 
national team. That’s not to 
say the country will not qualify 
for the World Cup or the Olym- 
pic Games because the Ameri- 
cans are ina group which gives 
a fair chance of qualifying.” 


At that moment, Greg Ryan 
walked past. Ryan is an Amer- 
ican-born defender of the 
Cosmos. 

“Take Ryan for example,” 
said Tueart. *‘He taught him- 
self how to play soccer out of a 
book. I’m not joking. He had 
no coaching at all when he was 
a kid. There are teenagers now 
wanting to learn about soccer 
but the quality coaches aren’t 
there to help them.”’ 

Tueart said Ryan was still 
coaching himself. 


‘‘After every game he 
writes notes on his per- 
formance,"’s aid Tueart. 
“He'll note his mistakes and 
why they happened, which is 
helping his game.”’ 

TJueart, in fact, was the man 
who got Ryan to the Cosmos. 

“He used to play with Tul- 
sa,” said Tueart. “He marked 
me in two games and I scored 
a goal in each game and punc- 
hed him in the mouth once. But 
he did a good job, and I recom- 
mended him to the manage- 
ment, 

‘We were short of full backs 
at the time, and so Ryan was 
bought. There was no trouble 
with the transfer, because the 
Cosmos get who the Cosmos 
want.” 

Tueart said he wasn’t en- 
tirely happy with the coaching 
situation at Cosmos. 

“I've no complaints about 
any individual,” said Dennis, 
“but I would like to see the 
coaching a bit more positive.” 

Tueart has a year to run on 
his present contract, and is 
likely to sign a new three-year 
agreement. 


‘Playing for the Cosmos 
gives me financial security,” 
said Tueart, ‘‘and I'm happy 
with American living stan- 
dards." 

“I've always said I'll retire 
when I'm 33 which gives me 
another four years of playing. 
After that, I don't know what 
I'll do.”

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Heidelberg Utd 
coach Manny 
Poulakakis will use 
reserve players 
Mike Micevski, 
Andy Bozikas and 
Charlie Yankos to 
re-build his team, 
which may lose 
three key players. 

Poulakakis, who is 
sure to be reappointed 
as coach after lifting 
Heidelberg into 
second place, believes 
his team can once 
again challenge for 
the championship 
without adding to its 
present squad of play- 
ers. 


The re-building crisis 
arises because mid- 
fielder Ken Taylor is re- 
turning to Scotland per- 
manently, and the future 
of Pat Bannon and 
Branko Buljevic is un- 
certain. 

Bannon is not sure 
whether he will stay in 
PSL soccer next year 
and Buljevic is rumored 
to be interested in join- 
ing Hellas. 

‘‘] know Micevski,

Howerver, Manny is 


quick to point out the at- 
tributes of his reserves. 


“I have known Mike 
Micevski since he was 15 
and his ability has never 
been in question,” said 
Manny. ‘‘Heidelberg sup- 
porters are yet to see the 
best of him, 


“This season he 
struggled because of a 
chipped bone in his 
ankle. It severely rest- 
ricted him kicking the 
ball and running at top 
pace but he tried to con- 
tinue training. Finally, 
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he had to have an oper- 
ation in June. 

“He will be fit for next 
season, and I’m con- 
fident he’ll be a regular 
in the team. He could re- 
place Taylor, or perhaps 
will be a forward if Bul- 
jevic doesn't continue.”’ 

Yankos, a Victoria 
youth and Australian 
schoolboys representa- 
tive, has been kept in the 
Second Division team be- 
cause of the fine form of 
full backs Arthur McMil- 
lan and Jim Tansey. 

‘‘Yankos is a versatile 
player,’ said Poulaka- 
kis, ‘‘He can play mid- 
field, full back and 
centre half. I think 
centre half will be his 
best position once he 
matures. 

‘‘But you can’t expect 
a young, inexperienced 
player to hold down a 
midfield or central de- 
fensive position ina PSL 
team. Full back is the 
best place for him to 
start in the senior team, 
so he can gain ex- 
perience without having 
great pressure on him. 

“Unfortunately, 
McMillan and Tansey 
were in excellent form 
this season. Charlie was 
unlucky not to get more 
games. He had a very 
successful debut at right 
back against Sydney 
City, and was selected in 
the opening 11 for the 
next game against Mar- 
coni in Sydney. 

‘However, he’s still a 
student and his studies 
prevented him from 
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going to Sydney. I feel 
sorry for him, because 


after that game the team 
was in top form and he 
didn’t get another chan- 
ce.” 

Bozikas was sidelined 
for most of the season for 
the same reasons as Yan- 
kos. 

“Andy made appear- 
ances as asubstitute, but 
couldn't break into the 
team,’’ said Manny. 
“But with an extended 
run in the senior side, 
he’d hit top form again.”* 

Poulakakis took over 
from Margaritis after 
seven games and his ar- 
rival coincided with a 
great improvement in 
Heidelberg’s perform- 
ances. Still, Poulakakis 
will not apply for the 
coaching position. 

“On principle, I never 
apply for any coaching 
job,” said Manny. ‘The 
Club must make the first 
move and as a profes- 
sional I will consider the 
invitation. 

I’m willing to continue 
as coach, but as yet noth- 
ing has been said to me.” 

Poulakakis added that 
hardly anyone had prai- 
sed him ior lifting Hei- 
delberg up the ladder, 
“Pm not looking for 
headlines but I think it’s 
strange when nobody 
recognises a coach’s 
effort in a top team.” 

But Poulakakis is real- 
istic enough to know that 
the players themselves 
deserve considerable 
praise for their efforts. 

‘I’m not joking when I 
say they did the impos- 
sible,’ said Manny. “‘The 
PSL is very competitive 
and to finish second after 
a slow start is a magnifi- 
cent achievement. 

“Luckily, we have 
players who can turn 
defeat into victory. I'll 
mention Jim Tansey, 
Jimmy Rooney and Pat 
Bannon because they 
never given up. Their en- 
deayour and leadership 
can inspire the team to 
fight on, regardless of 
the score.”’ 

Manny said every 
player at Heidelberg de- 
served to be con- 
gratulated.

Steve Perry is one of the surprises in a squad of surpris- 


es to tour China next month. 


Since national coach Rudi Gutendorf enter- 
ed the Australian soccer scene at the start of 
this year, Perry’s name had never been men- 
tioned as a national team contender. 

Probably the main reason for this is that 
Steve Perry predominantly is a defender who 
defends well, but attacks not as well. 

This did not seem to be the type of player 
Gutendorf was seeking. 

I probably know more than most about 
Steve Perry's capabilities, as it was I who dis- 
covered him at 15 playing in a junior game, on 
the very day that I first saw Mark Jankovic at 
14 also playing in a junior game. What a 
golden day that was. 

I invited both players to join me at Suther- 
land 


I put Perry into the Sutherland first team at 
right back at 16 (subsequently I put Jankovics 
into the St George first team at 17)- 

Perry and Jankovics had (and still have) 
two things in common. 

Both are tremendously fast and totally de- 
dicated. 

It was this, plus Jankovics’ goal touch 
which prompted me to predict that both of 
them would play for Australia. 

Steve Perry is se quick and jockeys so well 
pA IA 
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Indeed such was my' confidence in this part 
of his game that I doubted if even top overseas 
strikers would be able to consistently take him 
on and beat him, 

This confidence was borne out in a game in 
1974 between NSW and Birmingham City when 
Perry played left back and contained Trevor 
Francis, the right winger who became Eng- 
Jand’s first million dollar player when he 
joined Nottingham Forest year. 

When I left Sutherland to join St George the 
only reason I did not ask Perry to come with 
me was that George Harris was the right back 
of Saints. 

Harris and Perry are similar in style, 
though Perry does not have quite the same ag- 
gression as Harris. 

Harris is no stylist but is an underrated de- 
fender who you can always trust to contain his 
opponent. 

Perry’s fame since going to Brisbane has 
been assisted by the ratings of Soccer Action. 

Last season he was among the leaders in the 
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national ratings all year as he caught the eye 
as sweeper in a losing Brisbane City team. 


This year he has been one of a Brisbane side 
which has been very hard to beat and his con- 
sistency in a solid defence won him the ‘Soc- 
cer Action’ rating as the best City player. 


The weakness in Perry’s game is when he 
takes possession of the ball. 


He does not shine in inter-passing move- 
ments. 

Neither is he effective when overlapping, 
was 
not 
cross the ball w 

This latter failing is symptomatic of the 
way bad coaching at junior level penalises 
players in this country when they reach the 
senior profesional ranks — the theme of my 
recent articles. 

Bennett, like Perry, does not kick well for 
the same reasons, and both of them are proof 
that good or bad kicking technique is solidly 
ingrained by age 13, at latest. “ 

However, fortunately for Perry and Bennett 
there is a place in top Soccer for outstanding 
defenders, as Manfred Schaefer proved 
against Gerd Mueller. 

At international level there is a need for 
completely dependable markers to shackle 
the individual attacking genius which most 
national teams throw up. 


Germany had its Berti Vogts, whose 


strengths and weaknesses are the strengths 
and weaknesses of Steve Perry. 

It is interesting that Gutendorf has dis- 
carded Paul Degney because he says “he does 
not defend well enough.” 

This seems to be an admission that Austrlia 
will not be able to attack every World Cup con- 
tender “‘out of sight.”” 

This is the point I made in ‘Soccer Action’ 
earlier in the year when putting the case for 
the introduction of Ivo Prskalo, despite the 
fact that he is not a ‘dynamic libero’ in the 
Beckenbauer mould. 

Perry, having made the squad, will not find 
it easy competing against Bob Russell of Adel- 
aide City, a dynamic all-round full back whom 
I greatly respect. 

However for Perry to have made the squad 
is enormous credit to a dedicated profesional 
and another boost to Brisbane soccer.

It was this intense need to win which first brought me into con- 
flict with him in 1873 when I coached St George Budapest against 
his Marconi team. - 

Marconi on Rasic’s instructions went out to upset the skilful St 
George team with hard tackling but the hard stuff got out of hand. 


St George’s representative full back, Bobby Hogg, had his leg 
broken, finishing a potenti outstanding international career, a 
Marconi player we- sent off and despite a 5-0 win to Saints, the 
ganie left a bitter taste in the mouth and [I clashed with Rasic at 
the finish. 

IT told him that as the then national coach he was setting a bad 
example to the soccer world. 

That was six years ago. 


This year the St George management asked me who I would 
recommend to take over from Joe Gelei to save the Saints from 
relegation. 

I named Rale Rasic! 


Rasic is a truly professional coach, with a deep knowledge of 
the basic elements of coaching-psychology, physical fitness, 
tactics and technique. 


Some people who have worked with him surprised me by saying 
that he did not appear to Have an olltstanding grasp of some of the 
technical aspects of the game. 1 


On the other hand, Jim Rooney and Raul Blanco, for whose 
Capability ] have enormous respect, both told me that Rasicis the 
master, excellentat reading a game and with a complete grasp of 
anything to do with Soccer. 


That is the supreme accolade for any coach - unmitigated 
praise from top people who have worked closely with him. 


For my part I respect him as a complete professional. No one 
works harder at the game than he. 


Without having quite the same information on accomplished 
coaches such as Gerry Chaldi, Alan Vest, Manny Poulakakis, Len 
McKendry, Les Scheinflug, Nereo Saftich and others and despite 
my for the tremendously accomplished Raul Blanco, I be- 
lteve Rasic is currently our coaching supremo. 


This is despite the fact that Rasic has had to wait six years to 
get his hand on a coaching trophy.

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In years to come the record pages will not reveal the bee of 
frustration during that period as he Jost his national coaching job 
in a blaze of controversy, split with Hellenic with threats of court 
action and then took over in similarly controversial circum- 
stances at Marconi where a new committee displaced Ray Rich- 
ards and I and installed Rasic in our place. 


This faction with Marconi was to rear up again when after four 
years of slogging work success was only goal difference and pen- 
alties away. 


Then disharmony in the Marceni camp caused things to break 
up right, left and centre and ally Rasic himself had to break 
ie Litton he had worked so to build into the super club of 

ambitions. 


The year 1979 will show ‘‘Adelaide City - Philips Cup winners’ 
in the annals of Australia’s soccer records as the only tangible 
evidence of what Rasic achieved during those stormy six years. 


He has embarked on a new task of empire building in Adelaide 
where he hopes to take Adelaide City to the great heights which 
always proved just out of reach in Sydney. 


The Philips Cup victory is perhaps a good omen for him. 

During his early days in Sydney, at St George and during his 
first two-year stint with Marconi, there was often talk of “lucky 
Rasic’’, as he won things some people did not think he deserved. 


The same cannot be said of his last six years in soccer. 


Adelaide City, ironically another Italian-based club, has the 
tradition and stability to sustain success, 


Rasic himself seems to have mellowed somewhat. 


It would be surprising if he was not wiser now than in his tem- 
pestuous past. 


Given continuing stability and the little luck which all success- 
ful ventures require, Rasic may yet build in Adelaide the Austral- 
ian ‘Red Star’... ‘Liverpool’. . . or ‘Real Madrid’ of his dreams . 
. . the great club of great players, great traditions and perennial 
success. 

At the end of that period fam sure he will look again toward the 
national coaching position, a natural goal for 2 man of his ego and 
ambition. 

It is a position to which, I believe, his particular talents are 
ideally suited. 


He has always been able to bring tremendous motivation to his 
cup-fighting teams. Most of his successes have been in Cups, not 
in the year-long slog after league championships. 

The World Cup qualification, St George’s cup win in Japan, 
Saints State league grand final win, Marconi's two cup wins in 
State league, now Adelaide City’s Philips Cup win-all came 
during a period when league success eluded him. 

The volatile, aggressive Rasic temperament seems ideal to 
bring his teams to the special pitch needed for Cup games. 

It is interesting to wonder on how Australia would have fared in 
successive world cups if he had not fallen out with the establish- 
ment in 1874. 

And as Rasic is fully involved club building in Adelaide, he and 
we watch and wonder how our unusual World Cup coach; Rudi 
Gutendorf, handles our national involvement. 
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
